EAST ST, LOUIS — The state is willing 
to spend up to $8 million to turn the former 
.Chtholic Assumption High School into a 
pre-release and community correctional 
‘facility. 

Illinois Department of Corrections Direc- 
tor Michael P. Lane announced the decision 
Friday in Springfield. 

The IDOC immediately plans to mobilize 
the Illinois Corrections Industries to remove 
-asbestes at the site, Lane said. The group 


consists of, 20 prison inmates trained in‘ 


asbestos removal. 


- Lane said the main building will house up 
sto 300 inmates. 


About 50 more will be housed in a sepa- 
rate center at the site where Assumption 
teachers previously lived. Those inmates 
will be in the state’s pre-release program 
and will work in the community or go to 
school. 

“St. Clair and Madison counties are next 
to Cook County in the number of people in 
the prison system. Placii them near their 
former homes is just g correctional poli- 
cy,’’ Lane said. 

The center at 950 Kingshighway near East 
St. Louis also will help ease overcrowding 
at other prisons in the state, Lane said. 

“The prison system now holds 35 percent 
more inmates than it should. This is an 
excellent way # address our problems with 
crowding and ‘help with local employment,” 


he said. | ; 

The center is ted to have an annual 
budget of about $9 million and employ 175. 
people, most of whom will come from the 
local labor force. 

The renovation of the center is expected 
to take 12 to 18 months, depending on the 
amount of time it takes to remove the 
asbestos.

Draft of three-county: 
waste management 
program approved.

BELLEVILLE — The wheels: 
have been set in motion for area: 
officials to implement a solid: 
waste management plan, which? 
under state law must be done by: 
September 1992 ~ 

The first draft of a solid-waste 
management system plan for the 
Illinois counties of St. Clair, 
Madison and Monroe was unani- 
mously approved by the St. Clair 
County Waste Management Task 
Force and the St. Clair County 
Board’s Environment Committee 
at a joint meeting Wednesday. 


The plan, prepared by Execu- 
tive Services, a Collinsville+ 
based consulting firm, offers 
several alternatives for thé 
reduction of solid waste in the 
region. The alternatives include 
a heavy emphasis “on recycling, 
the construction of trash-to-ener- 
gy plants, and a decreased reli- 
ance on area landfills. 

State law mandates that the 
counties have a goal of recycling 
25 percent of all solid waste. = 

Though the waste plan was 
accepted on Wednesday, repre- 
sentatives of both county organi- 
zations said the plan is far from 
being finalized. 


“I see this as an enabling doc- 
ument, something to work 
from,” said Belleville Area Col- 
lege President Joe Cipfl, chairr 
man of the task force. 

“This is a plan, a proposal, 
merely a tentatively offered 
solution,’’ said Sam Ross, a 
member of the task force and 
former legal counsel for the city 
of East St. Louis. ‘‘It doesn’t say 
you have to go down the road; 
take a right, and make three 
turns.”” 


Completing the plan will even: 
tually require the approval of all 
three county boards and the Illi- 
nois Environmental Protection 
Agency. The next step in the 
process, however, will be a 
meeting between representatives 
of all three counties, to seé 
where each county stands on the 
plan. me 

Shortly after that meeting, the 
Environment Committee. will 
hold a series of public hearings 
to get citizens’ input on the plan. 
When and how to hold the hear- 
ings was a major topic of discus- 
sion at Wednesday’s meeting. 

St. Clair County Administrator 
Dan Maher said the Environ- 
ment Committee should hold the 
hearings before it forwards the 
plan to the County Board for its 
approval. 

“It’s like saying we’ve already 
made up our minds but we'll lis- 
ten to your comments anyway.”’

Summer on-campus enroll- 
ment at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville was the 
highest it has been in 11 years. 

Student enrollment for the 
summer quarter was 6,024. Last 
year’s summer enrollment was 


5,744. 

Full-time enrollment 
remained about the same, while 
the number of part-time stu- 
dents rose from 4,281 last sum- 
mer to 4,566 this summer. 

Full-time equivalency was 
also up, with 3,322, compared to 
3,225 last year at this time. 

Modest increases were appar- 
ent in most disciplines, with 
business and education showing 
the largest increases. 

There were 1,187 students 
attending business classes, 
compared to 1,059 last year. 
Students attending education 
workshops and classes account- 
ed for 1,006 of the total enroll- 
ment. Last year, there were 952 
taking education courses.

Sometimes employees inquire whether 
they are entitled to unemployment benefits if 
they voluntarily leave their job. The answer to 
this question depends upon their reason for 
leaving their employment. Illinois law pro- 
vides that_an employee will be ineligible for 
unemployment insurance benefits if he volun- 
tarily leaves his job “without good cause at- 
tributable to the employer.” 

,What if an employer increases the worker's 
job duties without the employee's consent? In 
such a situation, many workers will claim that 
the resulting job-related pressures affect their 
health. Is an employee allowed to resign his 
position under such circumstances and still 
be entitled to unemployment benefits? 

In one recent case, an employee was hired 
as a tool grinder. Approximately one year 
later, his job duties were increased to include 
the tasks of tool room attendant and equip- 
ment washer. Later, an apprentice quit and 
tive) WOKE: was given an even greater work 
load. 

The worker complained about the increas- 
ed job duties, but the employer told him that it 
was s small shop and he should be willing to 
do the additional. work. Eventually the 
employee quit the job, primarily because-pe 
felt the increased job duties adversely af- 
fected his health. The employee applied for

unemployment benefits, claiming that a 
physician had deemed him physically unable 
to perform his work. He also maintained that 
the substantial changes in his work load con- 
stituted “good cause” for leaving his employ- 


ment. The employer opposed his claim for 
benefits. 


The Appellate Court in this case found that 
the employee was in fact ineligible for 
unemployment benefits. They held that the 
physician's statement was insufficient to 
establish that he was physically unable to 
perform the work. In addition, the Court felt 
that the additional duties assigned to the 
worker did not result in such a substantial job 
change as to constitute “good cause for leav- 
ing the employment.” 


The result in this case may have been dif- 
ferent if the physician had stated more em- 
phatically that the employee could not per- 
form the work. Likewise, the Appellate Court 
may have allowed the employee to collect 
unemployment if his job duties had clearly 
become intolerable as a result of the change 
in job description. This case does indicate 
that an employee who leaves his job voluntari- 
ly will have a difficult time convincing a Court 
that he left his job for “good cause at- 
tributable to the employer.”

Welcome the gambling boats 


Riverboat gambling, a sin to 
many, could be a boon for the 
Metro East. 

We should actively lobby for it. 

But while supporting it, we 
should also encourage some strict 
guidelines to ensure that the 
games being played are legal and 
returning the dollars that state 
and local economies will quickly 
come to expect. 

We are a long way from seeing 
the measure pass the General 
Assembly and governor. But 
there are those who feel the prop- 
osition is closer than we think. 

Gambling is not an enterprise 
that we are quick to advocate. It 
is easy to oppose on religious 
grounds. It is also a concern of 
those who worry about potential 
for criminal involvement. Both 
are sensible attitudes, rooted in 
human values. 

But if done right, riverboat 
gambling could be a creative 
source of revenue for communi- 
ties that desperately need the 
infusion of cash. There is little to 
indicate that such gambling 
would. be anything but beneficial.

Mayors along the river corridor 
appear unanimous in their sup- 
port of riverboat gambling. 
Under the plan, any community 
serving as a launch site for gam- 
bling boats would get a percent- 
age of gross receipts. The 
amount and the method for 
receiving the money are still sub- 
ject to definition. Some may- 
ors — wisely — say they won't 
count on revenue before getting 
it. 

The bill’s main proponent, Den- 
ny Jacobs, an East Moline Demo- 
cratic state representative, has 
said five cities will be awarded 
licenses in 1990, should the bill 
pass. They could receive almost 
$28 million from wagering taxes 
and admission fees charged to 
each passenger. Each city where 
the ship is docked, he said, will 
get a share of those revenues. 
Five more cities would get 
licenses in the following year. 

It is likely that at least one of 
the launch sites would be in this 
market.

Added state taxation well 
spent on higher education 


To the editor: 


With a new academic year under 
way, Ulinois taxpayers might appreci- 
ate knowing what five of their public 
universities are doing with the revenues 
from the temporary income tax 
increase. 

The 45,000 students in the Board of 
Governors of State Colleges and Univer- 
sities System came back this fall to 
new science lab equipment, more 
instructors in high-demand majors and, 
for the first time in a decade, a prom- 
ise of no tuition hike this year. 

They came back to register for, 
courses that had been dropped last yea) 
because there was no money to pay” 
faculty to teach them. 

Students returned to find degree pro- 
grams in high demand, career-oriented 
disciplines such as gerontology and 
school psychology finally available, pro- 
grams which had languished in the 
“idea stage”’ for years. ¥ 

They returned to stronger support 
services aimed at preventing students 
at academic or financial risk from 
dropping out. 

Part of that effort has to begin while 
these students are still in high school, 
even elementary school, and the tax 
increase has enabled us to strengthen 
our preparation programs: in public 
school systems from Chicago to 
Charleston to Macomb. 

Students also returned to a signifi- 
cantly improved faculty and staff sala- 





ry environment. 

The tax increase enabled us to make 
some pro} in dealing with salary 
deficiencies. We must continue to do all 
we can to attract and retain talented 
faculty and staff. 

There are no quick fixes. The effects 
of several years of underinvestment in 
education will not be eliminated over- 
night but the tax increase has enabled 
us to mount a strong attack on our fis- 
cal problems. 

For the first time in a long time, 
those of us in higher education are feel- 
ing some optimism about the future. 

There is an ominous rumbling in the 
distance, however. While polls still indi- 
cate public support for increased educa- 
tion funding, a recent survey conducted 
at the request of television stations. in 
Champaign and Peoria found that less 
than one-third of Illinoisians favor con- 
tinuing the tax’ increase past 1991. 

The poll clearly indicates that saying 
thank-you for the additional revenue is 
not going to be enough. It should not 
be. Higher education must show tax- 
payers it is spending the money wisely. 

We expect to be accountable and we 
encourage our fellow citizens to careful- 
ly scrutinize our actions. We think you 
will find that your public universities 
are worth the investment.

“A Dry White Season’ 
again exposes horror 


It’s curious how recent films 
on apartheid (‘Cry Freedom,” 
‘tA World Apart”) view the 
problem through the torments 
which sympathetic whites 
‘encounter when they take up the 
blacks’ cause. 

True, characters like Kevin 
Kline’s crusading reporter in 
“Cry Freedom” face social sanc- 
tions, loss of employment and 
‘banishment from their home 
‘country. But it would seem that 
the -true horror of apartheid 
exists in the basement jails of 
Johannesburg and Soweto, where 
the white supremacist philosophy 
so long held in South Africa 
-fives rise to the cruelest form of 
shuman mistreatment 
+ That is my main rub with the 
fine film ‘tA Dry White Season 
c="): it takes the same per- 
spective as its predecessors. 

An uncompromisin; hard-hit- 
ting work, the movie co-writ- 
ten and directed by Euz! Pal- 
cy — the first black to direct a 
film on apartheid for extensive 
“distribution in the United States. 

Donald Sutherland stars in as 
Ben du Toit, a soft-spoken school 
teacher in Johannesburg who 
learns that the son of his garden- 
er has disappeared during a 
police round-up in Soweto. When 
the gardener goes searching for 
this son, and disappears himself, 
Ben is motivated to action. 

Working with a black activist, 
played by Zakes Mokae, and a 
white journalist, played by Susan 
Sarandon, Ben’s goal is to piece 
together the events of the disap- 
pearances so that he can make a 
case against the government. 

The struggle costs Ben his 
employment, many of his friends 
and even his wife, played very 
effectively by Janet Suzman, 
who is the only white native 
South African in the cast. 
(Before you get the idea Miss 
Suzman is an advocate for 
apartheid because of her con 
vincing work in “A Dry White 
Season,”” you should know that 
Suzman founded the first inte- 
grated acting company in Johan- 


nesburg.) 


Suzman’s character has a 
major speech in this screenplay 
dealing with the underlying phi- 
losophies and beliefs of the Afri- 
kaners, the descendents of the 
white settlers — predominantl: 
Dutch — who came to Sout 
Africa 300 years ago. She gives 
her role a conviction and nag- 
ging persistence that makes it 
the best portrayal in this film, 
which is brimming with good 
work. 

Marlon Brando, returning to 
the movie screen for the first 
time since his 1980 appearance 
in “Apocalypse Now,” portrays 
McKenzie, a liberal lawyer who 
helps Sutherland in court. The 
role is really nothing more tian 
an enlarged cameo, but Brando 
makes it magic, giving a perfor- 
mance that immediately remind- 
ed me of Charles Laughton in 
“Witness for the Prosecution.” 

Sutherland recently .told me 
that all the principals in this 
film worked for ‘‘scale’” (the 
lowest wages payable under 
Sereen Actors Guild guidelines) 
because they all believe so 
strongly in the movie’s message. 

The avowed purpose and 
strong belief come through. “‘A 
Dry White Season” is made even 
more frightening by Suzman’s 
character, who gives frightening 
validity to the premise that the 
battle over apartheid in South 
Africa is not just a struggle of 
evil and good, but more of two 
incompatible, but deeply held 
belief structures that can never 
know a common ground.

Blue Note salutes 
50 years of jazz

When German-born entrepre- 
neur Alfred Lion founded Blue 
Note Records in 1939 in New 
York, he provided a vital medi- 
um for the emerging small-en- 
semble jazz sound, as practiced 
by some of its most dynamic 
performers and com} y 

For its 50th anniversary, Blue 
Note has released an anthology 
of performances ranging from 
the famous to the obscure in the 
“Blue Note 50th Anniversary 
Collection.”*" Assembled and 
annotated by producer Michael 
Cuscuna, the five-volume assem- 
blage (five CDs, double LPs or 
double cassettes) follows the 
label’s myriad of musical paths. 

Volume One, ‘‘From Boogie to 
Bop (1939-1956),’’ reveals that 
the Blue Note sound took hold 
quickly in a variety of perfor- 
mances by veterans of the swing 
scene, which was flourishing at 
the time of World War II. On 
hand for some of the earliest 
Blue Note sessions were legends 
like reed man Sidney Bechet, 
drummer big Sid Catlett and 
guitarist Charlie Christian. 

The manic poetry of be-bop is 
heard in early blossom, in pia- 
nist Thelonious Monk’s original 
1947 recording of ‘Round Mid- 
night,”’ which would become one 
of the most profusely recorded 
pene tunes. It is interesting to 
ear it debuted by the composer 
ina gospel-inflected, procession- 
al setting, emblazoned by 
Monk’s trademark melodic tilts 
and abrupt.rhythmic mutations. 

The model, Eastern-leaning 
sounds of the post-bop ’60s_era 
are highlighted in “The Jazz 
Message (1956-1965),’’ with sam- 
plings from sessions by Jackie 
McLean, Wayne Shorter and 
Herbie Hancock. 

Hancock’s “‘Maiden Voyage”’ 
became one of the era’s signa- 
ture sounds, still heard today in 
compositions by trumpeter Wyn- 
ton Marsalis and others. ‘The 
Jazz Message’” also features 
saxophonist John Coltrane’s 
“Blue Train,” and the cool lean 
blowing of Miles Davis and Can- 
nonball Adderley, on ‘‘Autumn 
Leaves.” 

Away from the new horizons 


toward which Coltrane, Miles 
and Hancock were sailing, art- 
ists like Jimmy Smith, Horace 
Silver, Lee Morgan and Art 
Blakey continued to record 
straight-ahead jazz sessions, doc- 
umented on *‘Funk & Blues 
(1956-1967)."". Among the bench- 
mark sounds on this volume is 
pianist Horace Silver’s “Song for 
My Father,’’ and music from a 
session by the late Blue Mitchell, 
fea’ some early piano work 
from Chick Corea. 

Although | many critics 
acknowledge that there was, 
indeed, a Blue Note sound,

recording engineer Rudy Van 
Gelder, never shied away from 
experimentation. ‘‘Outside In 
(1964-1989)”’ explores this facet, 
with free form sessions head- 
lined by Eric Dolphy, Ornette 
Coleman and Tony Williams. 
The continued exploration of this 
free jazz vein is represented by 
more recent sessions featuring 
pianists Don Pullen and Michel 
Petrucciani. 


“Lighting the Fuse (1970- 


1989)’ highlights the various 


directions of post-Alfred Lion 
Blue Note artists’ like Bobby 
McFerrin, Diane Reeves, Stan- 
ley Jordan, Earl Klugh, Noel 
Pointer and Ronnie Laws. 

Michael Cuscuna’s liner notes 
are- informative, if occasionally 
a bit too mercenary. For 
instance, writing about Col- 
trane’s single Blue Note session 
in notes for ‘“‘The Jazz Mes- 
sage,” he says: ‘‘It is one of this 
music’s great losses that John 
Coltrane did not sign with Blue 
Note Records.”” That is perni- 
cious nonsense. The music that 
the legendary tenor saxophonist 
went on to record for ABC 
Impulse and Atlantic continues 
to influence a staggering range 
of musicians, penetrating far 
beyond the borders of jazz. 

Nevertheless, the ‘Blue Note 
s0th Anniversary Collection” is a 
landmark compilation, featuring 

formances by more than 50 
jazz masters. In the manner of 
quality documentary recordings 
it is painlessly instructive, and it 
showcases some of the most 
dynamic jazz performances ever 
reco!

New KTVI news using 
familiar faces,new set 


There’s a theory among some 
people who make decisions in 
the St. Louis television market 
that familiar faces play well 
with the local audience.. The 
news department at KTVI-TV 
(Channel 2) seems determined 
to put that theory to the ulti- 
mate test. 

In recent months Channel 2 
has added Dennis Riggs and 
Betsey Bruce from KMOV-TV 
(Channel 4) and Tom O’Neal 
from KSDK-TV (Channel 5) 
plus weather giver Dave Mur- 
ray, once of Channel 5. That’s a 
lot of new old faces. 

Riggs, Bruce and O'Neal 
each will wear two hats: 
anchor and reporter. It was as 
reporters that these folks made 
a positive impact on the mar- 
ket. We are seeing a curious 
pattern of people hired to per- 
orm in their least effective 
roles. ad oe 

Murray left St. Louis to join 
ABC’s ‘‘Good Morning, Ameri- 
ca.”” When he left in September 
1983, he was believed by some 
observers to be the most effec- 
tive personality doing weather 
in this market. 

Anyway, after he left ABC in 
September 1986 hejoined a sta- 
tion in Boston. Now he comes 
back to Channel 2 and manage- 
ment a} tly sees him as a 
savior for a news operation that 
currently isn’t even in the race. 
He replaces Miles Muzio, who 
left the station to return to 
Portland, Ore., on the station’s 
major newscasts at 5 p.m. and 
10 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day. 

Murray will begin his St. 
Louis reprise Monday. 

And the entire news program 
will have a new set, reportedly 
featuring scenes of St. Louis. 

The other transfers will fit 
into a Channel 2 schedule, 
which will include two new 
news programs.

The point is more than just 
revolving anchors. Channel 2 is 
adding news programs but 
staffing them with people who 
are, by training and ability, 
good reporters and questionable 
anchors. : 


As reported here recently, 
Channel 2 will be well-served 
by adding Tom O’Neal. That's 
still true. But good reporters 
should concentrate on report- 
ing. The problem is, and 
always has , that anchors 
are paid more. than reporters. 
So, everyone wants to be an 
anchor. If Channel 2 wanted 
anchors, it should have hired 
them. 


Zip Rzeppa, who went from 
Channel 2 to Channel 4, once 
was head and shoulders above 
the field in sports anchoring. 
But, either because of a long 
layoff (due to a non-compete 
clause) or new surroundings, he 
has not conjured up ‘the same 
magic at Channel 4. Larry Con- 
nors, who has worn the path 
both ways, (going from Channel 
4 to Channel 2 in 1979 and back 
to Channel 4 in 1987) teamed 
with Susan Kidd during KTVI’s 
glory days. But he hasn’t been 
able to get Channel 4 out of a 
lagging second place in his 
present incarnation.

Ted Mikesell started his new job Oct. 9 as coor- 
dinator of the St. Clair County Planning Commis- 
sion.

Hartigan appeals IP rate increase: 


SPRINGFIELD — Attorney General Neil F. 
Hartigan has filed an appeal of Illinois Power 
Companys 6.89 recent rate increase that was 
approved by the Illinois Commerce Commission on 
March 30. 

In a brief filed with the Third District Appellate 
Court in Ottawa, Hartigan said, ‘‘The $60.5 million 
increase is totally inappropriate based on the actu- 
al need of the iton nuclear power plant.” 

Hartigan has been called one of the leading 
advocates in Illinois on behalf of utility customers; 
he has filed numerous actions aimed at holding 
down utility costs and protecti consumers from 
rate increases, a spokesman for his office said. 

In granting the increase, the ICC based its rul- 
ing on a 27.2 percent “used and useful” figure for 
the plant. 

Hartigan contended, ‘‘That is considerably more 
than is appropriate, and I am asking the court to 
order the ICC to recompute that portion of the 
plant’s reasonable costs.’’ 

Hartigan is challenging IP’s claim that the Clin- 
ton plant is used and useful. 

“When Illinois Power decided to build the plant, 
it based its decision on an anticipated improve- 
ment in its industrial base,’”” he said. ‘‘However, 
when the economy deteriorated in Illinois, the 
company felt it had to recoup its costs by seeking

Abortion counselor reports 


on the trauma 


To the editor: 


The anti-choice population proclaims abortion to 
be simply ‘‘an easy way out” for an individual. 
This shows that they are not cognizant of the emo- 
tional strain involved in making such a decision. 

Being a counselor in an abortion clinic, I see the 
difficulty these women are going through. I can 
also attest that the anti-choice picketers’ verbal 
abuse and continual harassment do nothing to 
deter these women from making a very personal 
decision to seek an abortion. 

‘After being subjected to the anti’s tactics, these 
individuals become even more active in the pro- 
choice movement. So, in that respect, we truly 
appreciate their effort 

‘The anti-choice individuals capitalize on an indi- 
vidual’s fears, especially if the individual is a 
teen-ager. Most crisis pregnancy centers lure 
unsuspecting females in by offering free pregnan- 
cy tests and abortion information. 

Often the individuals are low-income or have no 
income; thus they cannot afford a pregnancy test. 
These individuals are then subjected to inaccurate- 
ly depicted abortion movies and psychological 
abuse. 

As a counselor I hear the horrible and grossly 
inaccurate stories that are told to the individuals 
who go to such places. Often these individuals are 
further hara: at their homes via telephone calls 
and letters. Some who work at such centers usual- 
Iy have no qualms about violating the ethics of 
confidentiality that they purport to have. 

The employees of abortion clinics are not the 
satanic monsters that anti-choice individuals pro- 
fess us to be. 

We care deeply for the women who reach out to 
us for support when faced with,a crisis pregnancy. 
We cover all options with the individual. 

If we feel, after a thorough counseling session, 
that an individual is psychologically unprepared to 
go throug with the abortion, she is sent home. 

ere are various determinants that would.cause 
us to render such a decision. = 

Some of them are as follows: If the individual is 
unsure of her decision, ambivalent, feels forced 
into it, or states she will probably regret the abor- 
tion. 

In addition, if she states that she will never be 
able to forgive herself, or fears God will punish 
her due to her religious beliefs, we send them 
home. Our concern revolves around the individu- 
als’ ability to cope psychologically with whatever 
choice they make. 

Usually when individuals are denied the abortion 
for any of the above reasons, even after stating 
extreme ambivalence, they become hostile. They 
begin demanding ‘‘their abortion.” 

Approximately 1 percent of our patients are sent 
home because of the aforementioned factors. 
Although they are very angry and often begging 
for the abortion, they are still denied the abortion. 
They are given a counseling referral and they are 
encouraged to further explore the pros and cons of 
all available options: Parenthood, abortion, and

We explain to these individuals,. and their fami- 
lies or friends who brought them, why we are 
choosing to turn them away. We also make them 
aware of why we feel they need more time to 
reconsider their options. 

However, the fact that we turn people away, for 
their own psychological well being, is never 
revealed to the public by the anti’s; rather, they 
state that the counselors work on a commission 
basis. How ludicrous. 

In addition, every day we see individuals who 
state that they had ‘‘always been against abortion 
until it happened to me.” We see the daughters of 
pro-lifers who cannot conform to the rigidity of 
their parents’ ideas. 

Every day we see individuals who come in pro- 
claiming that they are pro-life and they feel ‘abo: = 
tion is wrong for everyone — except them — be- 
cause they have “‘a very special circumstance.” 
‘These special circumstances invariably turn out to 
be the same reasons why anyone else chooses the 
abortion option. 

Every time picketers are at the clinic there are 
some picketers who cry out about the abortions 
they were ‘forced into because no one talked them 
out of it.”” Come on now, let’s take some respon- 
sibility for your own decisions. 

I also want to address the issue of birth control. 
The majority of anti’s are anti-birth control and 
anti-sexuality; however, few of them publicize this 
fact. 

If one has any familiarity with contraceptives 
then it is known that none are 100 percent effec- 
tive, except abstinence. Abstinence is not a widely 
accepted, or used, form of birth control because 
sexuality is a normal part of being human. ‘Thus it 
is unrealistic to believe men and women will 
adhere to this method! 

The birth control pill is 99 percent effective, 
theoretically, and when put into practice it is 96 
percent effective, not 100 percent effective. 

It is important to realize that some women can- 
not use oral contraceptives-because of medical 
reasons. The other methods have a lower effective- 
ness rating than the pill, unless two methods are 
used together, then it is about the same as the pill. 
Even sterilizations fail occasionally. 

I think it is important for all anti-choice individ- 
uals to be aware that their opinion is respected, 
but it is only their opinion. You cannot know the 
circumstances that surround every woman's deci- 
sion and you cannot make choices for other indi- 
viduals. 

Opponents, if you do not believe a woman should 
have the choice of getting an abortion, then simply 
impose your restraints on yourself. Do not resort 
to harassing others. 

We, the pro-choice majority, do not resort to 
mental abuse or other forms of violence to make 
our voices heard, so why do the individuals who 
purport to be ‘“‘pro-life’’ engage in such behaviors?

By 
increasing demand, casual drug users do as much 
to exacerbate the drug problem as do gangs in our 
major cities. There is no doubt that if we are to 
halt the increase of drug-related crime and vio- 
Jence around the country, we must all become 
involved. 

But we need substantial help from our govern- 
ment. That means the death penalty for drug king- 
pins, and stiffer sentences for drug dealers. It also 
means that if this war is to be fought to win, we 
have to get serious about putting funding into the 
programs that will end it. 

In his speech, President Bush proposed a $750 
million increase next year in arith drug funding. 
That may seem a substantial increase, but not 
compared to the $6.5 million we spent last 
year — only to see the problem get worse. A bat- 
tle still rages over how to fund these programs.

Too much of our drug problem 
stems from the attraction of the lure of the “drug 
culture.” Through greater education efforts, we 
can help our kids see the damage that drugs do.

That gave 
us more than double the working 
spaces. 

I’ve racked my brains ing 
to recall just how many working 
spaces we picked up, but alll 
can remember is there was a 
great outcry of anger from the 
fans who had to give up their 
tickets. I'll never forget the del- 
uge of letters and phone calls 
from politicians and captains of 
industry seeking tickets. 

We solved the problem of 
press box tickets by simply rul- 
ing that only members of the 
Baseball Writers Association of 
America who had covered at 
least one game in Boston or St. 
Louis that season were eligible. 

It was a great and exciting 
experience; but not nearly as 
thrilling as watching Enos
